ELIZABETH, N. J., Jan. 22— 
Former War Secretary Robert 
P. Patterson and 27 other per- 
sons died at 3:45 p. m. Tues- 
day in an air crash in the south 
Flizabeth residential district. 
The crash occurred in thick 
fog and rain. 

Five of the dead were tenants 
in three houses hit by the plane. 
Judge Patterson was one of 23 
persons, including crew, in the 
twin-engined Convair that put 
out of Buffalo before 1 p. m. and 
stops at Rochester and 
Syracuse before heading for New- 
ark airport. 

Pilot Thomas J. Reid, who flew 
the ship, was in oral contact with 
the airport until a few seconds 
before the crash. He was over 
Linden, N. J., at 3:41 p. m., flying 
northeast for a landing with a 
ceiling of only 400 feet, and with 
visibility of less than three- 
fourths of a mile. 


SHEARED OFF ROOF 

Up to 3:41 p. m. Captain Reid 
kept talking to the ground-control 
system at the airport, but in that 
instant the Convair’s image van- 
ished from the control system 
radar screen, as if snatched by an 
invisible hand. 

Three minutes later the plane 
hit the houses. It sheared the roof 
and upper floor from a three-story 
yellow brick multiple-family 
dwelling, demolished a two-story 
converted garage just back of that 
structure and set fire to a white 
frame cottage next to the brick 


house. 

Mrs. Albert Fetskie and three 
children ranging in-age from three 
to nine, struggled from under the 
debris in the converted garage 
which was the family’s temporary 
home. They suffered no serious 
injury. 

Nine other persons living in 
one or another of the damaged 
houses, coughed and groped their 
way to the street, and were taken 
to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, one 
block away, for treatment. Most 
had minor burns but two children 
in this group were reported rather 
seriously burned,

The reason, he said, was that 
no other treaty save perhaps that 
with Italy, had sought to put 
limitations .of that> sort upon a 
foreign power and it would have 
been a bad start to offer to Japan 
only a “second-class sovereignty.”

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Obtaining Aid Under False Pretenses 


Welfare administration continues under 
close scrutiny in Georgia as the Legislature 
considers bills to remove unworthy cases 
from the rolls, as grand jury after. grand jury 
investigates conditions in the various counties. 

And the juries do not like what they find. 


Take Coffee County for example. You re- 
member that under the terms of a federal act 
welfare rolls were opened for inspection, un- 
der certaih conditions. The rolls were opened 
in Georgia late in October. But because the 
state law did not comply with the federal 
statute, they were closed again Nov. 31. 


The Coffee County jury took advantage of 
that month and made a thorough inspection 
of the welfare books. What they found moved 
them to make this special report: ‘We find 
there is an appalling amount of funds each 


year paid to persons under false representa- 


tion and who have actually defrauded the 
Welfare department by making false state- 
ments as to qualifying for funds. We find 
that by far women represent the larger num- 
ber of offenders.” 


The finding is not a criticism of the Coffee 
County welfare officials. It is an indictment 
of the existing regulations for eligibility. 

The Coffee jury recommends legislation to 
make possible the prosecution for felony of 
those persons who willfully make false state- 
ments in applying for aid. The jury would 
require all adult members of a family making 
application to sign an affidavit certifying 
qualifications of funds. 

The Douglas Enterprise strongly endorses 
the report of the jury in its county, the editor 
pointing out that the Coffee County Welfare 
department spends a third of a million dol- 
lars a year as its part of the $40,000,000 being 
doled through the state.

And a Compromise 


Decision of the State Senate yesterday to 
amend the administration presidential elec- 
toral bill is a victory for common sense and 
the quality of compromise, which is necessary 
in any controversy, especially one in which 
angers and prejudices are at a high peak. 


The original bill provided for a three-— 


man board which would have supreme au- 
thority. It also forbade the name of any 
presidential nominee to appear on the ballot. 


Such a measure was morally wrong, even 
though legally possible. It was against the 
spirit of fair play and justice. It still is, but 
since it grew out of the bitter determination 
to prevent the nomination of Harry §. Tru- 
man, and was therefore surrounded by an 
atmosphere of near hysteria, the compromise 
limiting it, in effect, to the 1952 campaign is 
a victory for common sense. 

Our opposition to the bill arose out of no 
support of President Truman, but stemmed 
entirely from the fact that in American poli- 
tics a nominee should have his name on the 
ballot. In the light of the anti-Truman sen- 
timent in the South the compromise is a vic- 
tory. Certainly a permanent piece of legis- 
lation would have been morally wrong. 

The Senate defeated a substitute plan 
which would keep the name of the National 
Democratic Party presidential candidate on 
the Georgia ballot with electors pledged to 
him, and would also permit the Georgia gov- 
ernor to place on the ballot a slate of unin- 
structed electors. 

Assuming that the governor is interested 
in doing the will of the people, we can see no 
objection from him to letting the people 
choose between instructed and uninstructed 
electors. If he controls the party machinery 
and represents the will of the people, he 
should have no fear. 

If his slate wins, Governor Talmadge can 
continue with his plan to fight in the elec- 
toral college. If the National Democratic 
slate wins, the governor will know Geor- 
gians want to support the national nominee.

Obviously, we are spending too much 
money for welfare.

The 
really needy are thus being robbed. 

We want all those who deserve aid to get 
it, and if possible more of it, in these infla- 
tionary times. 

But we are convinced that the taxpayers 
are being taken for a ride by many who ob- 
tain aid under false pretenses. We are con- 
vinced further that most of this fraud is in 
the dependent children classification—moth- 
ers of illegitimate children, mothers who 
claim a desertion that does not exist. Too 
many women have found “dependent chil- 
dren” a handy device by which they can 
avoid work and increase their income on a 
regular annual basis. ‘ 

In Chicago, for instance, where the Wel- 
fare department employs detectives who make 
night calls, the investigators found 300 hus- 
bands at home in checking on 1,000 cases of 
“desertion.” 

We doubt the efficacy of the proposed 
law which would make the bearing of an 
illegitimate child a crime. After all, there 
is a limit to the capacity of our jails. 

But we agree with the Coffee Countians 
who say the waste is appalling. The laws 
must be tightened. We must not reward in- 
dolence and immorality and fraud. We must 
see that welfare money goes to the desery- 
ing aged, the deserving blind, the children 
in whose case dependency is genuine. 

We need welfare administration by quall- 
fied personnel. We need a welfare investi- 
gation in Georgia to begin where the Mims 
investigation left off, which was pretty much 
at the beginning.

Like all of us, Mr. Wilson hopes we will 
not have to use this new capacity for human 
welfare for war. However, he realizes, as 
do all of us, that we must stay ahead of the 
pack and that we must amass the overwhelm- 
ing power to protect ourselves from the dan- 
gers which would destroy all our gains— 
emanating from the Kremlin. 


The fact that the pace of rearmament 
had to be slowed down because of dangers 
to our own economy may or may not increase 
our danger. It will give us the opportunity, 
however, to build up vaster arsenals of in- 
dustrial capacity to maintain a defense, as 
well as civilian economy. 


This decision was made by the American 
people, who feel they cannot pay more taxes 
—a feeling reflected in Congress’ reluctance 
for further hikes. 


There is hope, however, that security can 
be achieved without war. There is hope also 
that expanded American production may be 
able to overcome the terrific tax burden we 
are Carrying as a result of our preparations 
for war and our payments on past wars.

another—any or all of these inequitable loop- 
holes should be closed as a matter of justice, 
the senator maintains. 


He points out some of them: “Three quar- 
ters of a billion a year in depletion allow- 
ances; a third of a billion a year because we 
don’t have a withholding system for divi- 
dends and interest income as we do for sal- 
aries and wages; 100 millions a year through 
family partnerships which permit some busi- 
nessmen to split their income with wives, 
sons, daughters, babies, etc.; who take no part 
in the business; 100 million through special 
low rate on capital gains for profits on in- 
vestments, including speculation—this should 
be increased as much as we've increased the 
income tax rates.”

Mr. J. G. Stamps of College Park came by the 


office the other day to ask me if I would put a 

little “Thank You” note in the paper for him. 

say much obliged, for him, to all the folks who 
joined in that little “Stamps for Stamps” campaign we put on just 
before Christmas. As some of you may remember, Mr. Stamps, 
about five months ago, started collecting clothes and foodstuffs 
and one thing and another to send to the orphans of Korea, the lit- 
tle kids whose homes were destroyed and whose parents were killed 
in the war over there. He had about reached the end of his rope 
when he came in the first time. He was sending the stuff out, all 


right, but the postage was eating him up. Friends were chipping in, 
but he was paying most of it out of his own pocket. . 


That’s when I asked if any- 
body would like to send him a 
few dollars, or a few stamps, to 
help him out. More than 100 
people did, from as far away as 
Alabama and North Carolina. 
Before he knew it, he had nearly 
$275 on hand. 


With that money, and his 
own, he has made nine sepa- 
rate shipments to the Korean 
orphans, totaling more than 
1,800 pounds, at a cost, for 
postage, of $306.34. He didn’t 
send any fancy stuff. He sent 
warm coats and underwear, 
blue jeans, sweaters, pow- 
dered milk, cod liver oil, face 
soap, laundry soap, tooth paste 
and toothbrushes. 


Many of the people who sent 
him stamp money didn’t sign 
their names. Some who signed 
their names didn’t give any ad- 
dress. He doesn’t know how to 
write them and thank them in 
person, or he would. So this is 
from him and from Sgt. and 
Mrs. Robert F. Jones of the 
Base Hospital at Fort McPher- 
son, who helped him get the 
stuff together—a brief but 
heartfelt thanks and God bless 
you for your kindness, Those of 
you who did sign your names, 
he plans to write and thank in 
person. 

And he is still sending stuff, 
if you have anything that you 
think the kids could use. Or if 
you want to send it direct, that 
will be all right. There are a 
couple of ways you can do it. 


You can send the packed boxes 
—and be sure to pack them well 
for they take an awful beating 
on the way out to the East—to 
the UN group in Korea which 
will distribute the supplies to 
any of the orp ges where 
they are needed t. The ad- 
dress of this organization is:

But the need of the children in 
other orphanages is equally as 
great. And anything you send 
will be’ received with deepest 
gratitude. The kids don’t under- 
stand about the war. They don’t 
comprehend why we had to 
blow up their villages, wreck 
their homes, and kill or wound 
their fathers and mothers as we 
fought that savage war. But 
they do understand the kind- 
ness that motivates us when 
we send them the food, the 
medicines and the clothing 
which keep them alive today.

WASHINGTON—Sometimes you are suddenly 
waked up, and in the most unexpected way, to 
the recognition that you are living in a com- 
strange era—though we have been in this one, 
In such 


an unexpected way you come to see it, for instance, as reading 
the calm, unemotional pages, one after another, about one subject 
after another, in such a staid document as the budget message of 
the President to the Congress of the United States. 


Gradually, as you go through 


the current message about the 
fiscal year beginning next July 
1, for which Congress must ap- 
propriate meanwhile, you begin 
to hear the tramp, tramp, tramp 
of marching men—for the mili- 
tary, embodied in the defense 
program, completely dominates 
the whole document—a bulky 
volume as always—like a bark- 
ing top sergeant. The budget 
calls for expenditures this year 
of $85,400,000,000, a figure sur- 
passed only in two other years, 
both in the middle of World 
War II when we were fighting 
all over the world. 


This military emphasis is 
necessary, granted. That is 
not denied. It is essential if 
we are to remain a free na- 
tion. But it comes over you 
all at once that this is, in- 
deed, a change for the United 
States of America. For we 
certainly were raised in a dif- 
ferent tradition. 


It is worth pondering, too. 
For, unless we watch ourselves, 
we can succumb to the military 
habit, become too accustomed to 
the garrison state and all it con- 
notes, lose our independent ci- 
vilian state of mind, rely too 
much on-mere arms to save us 
and the world for peace, and 
abandon alertness and ingenuity 
to seek solutions through every 
other avenue possible. | 

Armor, after all, is only de- 
fensive. It is not creative or 


thought to all of us as we strike 
for the creation of lasting peace 
among the nations of the world.” 

An emotional note there—and 
justified, surely. 

That was before Korea. The 
budget for 1949 was $37,500,- 
000,000. 

In submitting the budget this 
year, the President went right to 
the point, bluntly, at the outset, 
thus: 

“I transmit herewith my rec- 
ommendations for the budget of 
the United States for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1953. 

“Expenditures are estimated 
at $85,400,000,000 .. .” 

Taking the same categories he 
specified four years ago as re- 
flecting the costs of war, the ef- 
fects of war, and our efforts .to 
prevent a future war, they rep- 
resent 88 per cent of the total 
budget now, instead of the 79 
per cent of the much smaller 
budget four years ago which, of 
itself, was sobering enough, 

Being soldiers was once part 
time among us, an occasional 
job that had to be done. How 
this all has changed was re- 
flected in the President’s recom- 
mendation that pay of soldiers 
®e increased to equal that of ci- 
vilian employees of the govern- 
ment, and that coverage of the 
old-age and survivors insurance 
system be extended to all mem- 
bers of the armed services. All 
fair and just, but indicating the 
permanence of the soldier in our 
life now, as was suggested also 
when he spoke about how all 
qualified young men will begin 
to enter military service for six 
months, beginning in 1953, if the 
universal military training pro- 
gram is approved by Congress.

S. Georgia Storm Winds 
Deal Injury and Damage

ALBANY. Jan. 22—Winds of tornado force late Tuesday 
Georgia counties, hospitalizing 
eight persons and demolishing a half dozen homes, a church 
and a number of barns, the State Patrol here said. 


The winds, followed by heavy 
rain, struck first at the outskirts 
of Sale City in Mitchell County, 
25 miles southeast of Albany. Dis- 
patcher Billy F. Hutchins of the 
Albany patrol district said power 
lines were ripped down and sev- 
eral buildings slightly damaged.

Bills To Revam p 


Congress Districts 
In Area Defeated 


A proposal to make Fulton 
County a separate congressional 
district and an amended congres- 
sional reapportionment plan that 
would make Fulton and DeKalb 
the Fifth District were both killed 
in the Legislature Tuesday. 

The action was taken by the 
legislative reapportionment com- 
mittee of the House as it defeated, 
10 to 1, a bill introduced at the 
last session by Rep. Luther Al- 
verson of Fulton. 

Alverson’s original bill would 
have reapportioned congressional 
districts so as to give each one a 
population of approximately 330,- 
000, and make Fulton County, 
with 466,000, a district in itself. 
This plan would have shifted De- 
Kalb and Rockdale Counties into 
the Ninth District. 

Even after amending his bill so 
as to include Fulton and DeKalb 
in the Fifth District and shifting 
Rockdale to the Fourth District, 
Alverson met defeat.

The Senate’s refusal to accept 
the House amendment to the fed- 
eral tax limit resolution throws 
the proposal back to the House. 

The Senate’s out-of-state cor- 
poration proposal would ease the 
State’s corporation laws to allow 
land leases or land interest to for- 
eign firms seeking oil, minerals or 
timber. Capitol sources said a 
Georgia statute requires out-of- 
state firms owning 5,000 acres or 
more land in Georgia to qualify 
under Georgia corporation. law.

Upholstered furniture has low- 
er, longer seats, many of them 
foam rubber. Fabrics are nubby 
and textured. Pieces are lighter 
in scale.

Wooden furniture leans toward 
correlated groupings with a 
family resemblance rather than 
a repetition of motif.

Conti explains, though, that 
it is worth while gathering the 
necessary experience. For there 
dre many openings at the top 
for first-rate cooks, and salaries, 
he says, run as high as $12,000 
a year for chefs that can man- 
age a restaurant. 

Conti and another topflight 
Philadelphia cook, William 
Sprinzing, who is presidént of 
the Philadelphia Chefs’ Associa- 
tion, believe that a cook’s train- 


ing in this country is a pushover | 
compared to a comparable edu- | 


cation in Europe. 

“In this country,” Sprinzing 
claims, “‘they think all you need 
to be a chef is a white cap and 
apron. When young men dis- 
cover there is much hard work 
and study in becoming a chef, 
they vanish from the kitchen 
never to return. 

“In Europe one prepares veg- 
etables for three years before 
he is allowed to approach the 
stove. And it is another three 
or four years before he is con- 
sidered ready to call himself a 
cook.”

Parade of the Gas Buggies 


In 1906 Capt. John Smith, one of the nation’s oldest automobile 
dealers, conceived the idea of bringing three cars to Atlanta as a 
single shipment! Before that practically everyone that wanted 
one of the new contraptions secured a dealership to get the dis- 
count. There was, of course, a chance that a sale might be made, 
but by the time a wary prospect could be seriously interested, the 
car was so out-of-date it wasn’t even a good sample. When the 
“gas buggies” were unloaded and paraded up Peachtree, they cre- 
ated a great sensation. There were no mufflers and the noise 
sounded like another battle of Atlanta. Traffic was no problem, 
as drivers turned their terrified horses into side streets and the 
thoroughfare to themselves. Captain Smith 
sold one to his brother, Morton; another to the late Maj. John S. 
Cohen, editor of The Atlanta Journal, and kept the third for a 
demonstrator. The cars were Reos, the name being the initials 
of its inventor, R. E. Olds, who also designed the first Oldsmobile.

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Growing Child Needs 
Regular Sleep Routine 


Bedtime for the growing child 
—and a child grows from ine 
fancy well through the ‘teens-- 
should be determined by the 
clock and not by the whim of 


a 


A noon nap of from one to 
three hours is necessary for @ 
normal child up to the age of 
four or five years, and a shorte- 
er noon nap is fine for children 
up to seven or eight years of 
age. 

Children six to 10 years of age 
require not less than 11, prefere 
ably 12 hours of sleep, include 
ing napping time and their bede 
time is 8 p. m. without variae 
tion. 

Children 11 to 14 years of age 
require not less than 10, prefer- 
ably 11 hours of sleep, and their 
bedtime without exception is 9 

. Mm. 

Children 15 to 18 vears of 
age require nine hours of sleep 
and their bedtime is 10 p. m. 

Sleep routine should never be 
varied. Instead the circum- 
stances that conflict with the 
children’s sleep schedule should 
be varied to conform with the 
schedule. If parents permit cire 
cumstances to effect a single de- 
parture from regular bedtime 
the lapse occasions desire for or 
anticipation of further relaxa- 
tions of the bedtime schedule, 
on the plea that all the other 
kids are allowed te remain up 
for this or that. Nowadays many 
parents succumb to this plea 
and lose control of their teenage 
children at the most critical time 
of character development. 

Familiar instances of this are 
the groups of young children at 
shows of various types. Even 
though the children have to go 
to school next morning they are 
still at ringside at 10 or 11 p. m. 
under the tender care of their 
leaders—such groups as dens of 
cub Scouts or packs of girls. 
Since the parents or guardians 
of these children are obviously 
indifferent to the health and 
hapniness of their children, it 
would seem that the rules and 
regulations governing such ore 
ganizations should be revised to 
protect the children from their 
leaders. Of if the kids nowadays 
are not amenable to such dis- 
cipline, at least let them go on 
their own and not as official 
representatives of organizations 
purporting to build character. 

A growing child should sleep 
in his own bed and, if at all pos- 
sible. in his own room. Prefere 
ably on a fairly firm mattress, 
with the lightest bed covers con- 
sistent with comfort. And for 
godness sake don’t regard the 
child as an imbecile—let him 
judge for himself whether he 
wants more or less bed cover or 
none.
